REPORT.

The  Coinmittee  of  the  City  of  Belfast  Loyal  Orange 
Widows'  Fund,  in  presenting-  their  First  Annual  Report,  desire, 
in  the  first  place,  to  record  their  humble  thanks  to  Almighty 
Grod  for  the  measure  of  success  vouchsafed  tO'  their  eflforta  in 
this  the  first  year  of  the  Fund's  existence,  and  belie>ving  as 
'  they  do  that  this  Charity,  so  recently  planted  .amongst  the 
Orangemen  of  Belfast,  has  taken  firm  root  in  that  kindly 
soil,  and  by  the  fruit  it  has  already  borne,  gives  proof  of  much 
usefulness  in  the  present  and  promise  of  still  moro  ia  the 
future. 

The  thanks  of  the  Order  in  Belfast  are  due  to  those 
Brethren  who,  recognising  the  necessity  for  a  fund  of  this 
kind,  have  spared  neither  time  nor  money  to  bring  it  to  its 
present  successful  stage.  The  object  of  the  Fund  is  to  relieve, 
in  a  small  way,  the  distressi  to  which  families  of  deceased 
Brethren  are  suddenly  reduced  from  a  position  of  comfort  by 
the  removal  in  G-od's  providence  of  their  head  and  support. 
Relief  in  such  cases  isi  an  object  truly  worthy  of  our  Order, 
and  this  Fund,  which  has  been  so  successfully  established,  is 
eminently  calculated  to  carry  out  this  noble  work. 

In  the  year  1906  a  Representative  Provisional  Committee 
was  appointed  to  start  the  Fund,  and  to  bring  the  objects 
thereof  under  the  notice  of  the  Preceptories,  Lodgee,  and 
Brethren.  One  of  the  first  works  undertaken  by  this  Com- 
mittee was  the  formation  of  the  Constitution  and  Bye-Laws  of 
the  Fund,  which  have  been  published  and  furnished  to  Pre- 
ceptoriets',  Lodges,  and  personal  subscribers.  In  March,  1907, 
the  Provisional  Committee,  having  well  performed  its  work, 
yielded  its  place  to  the  present  Committee,  which  consists  of 
the  Patron,  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Life  Members, 
Endowed  Members,  and  Members  elected  from  Subscribing 
Preceptories  and  Lodges. 
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The  Committee  have  great  satisfaction  in  reporting  that 
very  many  of  the  Districts,  Preceptories,  and  Lodgesi  have 
either  subscribed  or  jDromised  subscriptions,  but  much  yet 
remains  to  be  done.  Many  Preceptories  and  Lodges  have  not 
yet  subscribed,  and  the  Committee  would  earnestly  urge  upon 
them  the  claims  of  this  Fund,  whose  objects  they  think  have 
only  to  be  brought  under  their  notice  to  meet  with  a  hearty 
response. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  Accounts  that 
Bro.  W-  T.  Braithwaite  has  subscribed  the  sum  of  £100,  in 
addition  to  which  he  has  promised  an  annual  subscription  of 
£10;  and  Bro.  R.  H.  H.  Baird,  J. P.,  has  subscribed  the  very 
handsome  sum  of  £50.  The  following  Brethren  have  sub- 
scribed £10  each  to  qualify  themselves  as  Vice-Presidents  of 
the  Fund: — John  H.  Gault,  J.P.  ;  James  Young,  John 
M'Candless,  Robert  Wilson,  and  William  Ross,  J.P. ;  and  the 
sum  of  £5  each  has  been  received  from: — Bros.  Ceorge 
Houston,  David  Motherwell,  Dr.  N.  O.  M'Connell,  Samuel 
Rea,  Thomas  R.  Burns,  J.  M.  Johnston,  A.  P.  Dalzell 
(Deputy  County  G-.M.),  B.  W.  D.  Montgomery,  and  Edward 
Leathem  to  qualify  themselves  as  Life  Members  of  Committee, 

Tlie  County  G.M.,  Bro.  Colonel  R.  H.  Wallace,  "C.B., 
D.L.,  has  promised  an  annual  subscription  of  £5.  The 
action  of  these  Brethren  in  coming  forward  at  the  inception  of 
the  Fund  with  the  necessary  financial  assistance  is  very  praise- 
worthy, and  the  Committee  hope  that  other  Brethren,  who  by 
God's  will  are  in  a^  position  to  give  similar  subscriptions,  will 
do  so.  The  Committee  feel,  however,  that  the  ultimate 
success  of  the  Fund  will  depend  upon  the  yearly  subscriptions 
from  Preceptories  and  Lodges  and  the  personal  siubscriptions 
of  the  Brethren ;  they  would  therefore  earnestly  appeal  to 
thosie  Preceptories  and  Lodges  who  have  not  yet  contributed 
to  do  so,  and  they  would  like  to  point  out  that  if  each  Brother 
would  contribute  a  small  sum  yearly  as  a  personal  subscrip- 
tion the  success  of  the  Fund  would  be  assured. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  great  sadness  that,  notwithstanding 
the  short  time  that  hasi  elapsed  since  the  formation  of  the  Fund, 


the  Oommitt&e  have  to  record  the  deaths  of  Bro.  William 
Ross,  J. P.,  a  Vice-President  of  the  Fund,  and  Bro.  Samuel 
Mercer.  In  the  removal  of  these  two-  Brethren  the  community 
in  general  and  the  Orange  Order  in  particular  have  sustained 
a  very  severe  loss. 

The  Donations  and  Subscriptions  amount  to  £265,  and 
there  has  been  placed  on  deposit  by  the  Trustees  the  sum  of 
£400.  The  Committee  have  passied  five  grants  of  £5  per 
annum,  each,  all  of  vi^hich  w^ere  very  deserving  cases. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  again  appeal  to  all  Orange- 
men, and  esjaecially  to  those  who  have  not  yet  contributed,  to 
generously  aid  in  maintaining  and  enlarging  the  operations  of 
the  Fund,  and  they  are  confident  they  will  not  appeal  in 
vain.  In  the  dark  hour  of  distress  the  star  of  Charity  shines 
wi£h  redoubled  lustre,  and  a  Fund  like  this,  which  enters  the 
homes  of  departed  Brethren,  once  bright  and  happy,  now 
shadowed  by  loss,  and  pressed  by  care,  to  comfort  the  grieving 
heart  of  the  Widow  and  to-  relieve  the  wants  of  the  Orphan, 
will  not  be  allowed  to  fail  for  want  of  means.
